A groom bad been attending a horse dis¬ 
eased with the glanders, and had carelessly 
permitted (he discharge from its nose to fall 
on hit hands—and witlesaly to remain. A 
fortnight aent him to an hospital, complaining 
of an unaecounlable debility, which ebangeo 
to diarrhoea, and to delirium. Soft tumors 
and globular pusinles aflerivardt appeared on 
different parts of bis body; and an occasional 
discharge isaued firom bia nostrils. Soeingu- 
lu a case warranted scrutiny; and begat sus¬ 
picion of glanders, wbich was confirmed by the 
patient’s answer bow he had been employed. 
An eminent veterinary surgeon was sent for, 
and the case- was rendered- too plain to admit 
of doubt. Death was iuevilable. Tbe cry 
for ‘water) waterll’ became incessant, and all 
that llie medical allendanls could do was to 
mitigate pain; and (he patient toon ended hit 
life, exclaiming, ‘I know I am dying. 1 shall 
die soon, but Isbali die happy. I know now 
I am giandered; I shall die as my horses do— 
I shall die happy.’
